Receptaculum 
conicum glabrum. Bracteae involucrantes oblongo-obovatae, glabrae, apice- 
obtuso-truncatae, 2 mm longae. Bracteae flores g et ^ subsimiles, obovato-

cuneatae, 1.5 ram longae, apice breviter acuminatae, dorso puberulae. Flos 
$ : sepala atrata, profunde trilobulata, lobulis linearibus apice acutis pilosis. 
Flos 9 : sepala 3, libera, oblanceolata, 2 mm longa, atrata, apice acuta 
sparse pilosa ; petala 3, libera, albospongiosa, linearia, 1.5-2 mm longa, apice 
pilosa, nigro-glandulosa ; semina oblongo-elliptica, 0.5 mm longa, minutissime 
reticulata. 
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Hab. Laos: 2 km south of Ban Phu Phao, ca. 23 km N. E. of Phangsa- 
vanh (T. Tuyama, Jan. 2, 1958, n. L. 57379-Type in TI). 

From E. nepalense, it is distinguished by the broader leaves, longer 
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peduncles, male calyces dissected to the base, and narrower female sepals. 

3. Eriocaulon tuyamae Satake, sp. nov. (Figs. 3-4) 

Acaulis. Folia subrigida, 2-3 cm longa, basi 3 mm lata, apicem sensim 
angustata, 7-9 nervia, ciliolata. Pedunculi 5-23 cm alti, 5-costati, ciliolati, 
vaginis 1.5-4 cm longis, ciliolatis, apice oblique fissis. Capitula ovato-glo- 
bosa, 3-5 mm in diametro, in sicco straminea. Bracteae involucrantes 
oblongo-obovatae, 2.5 mm longae, apice obtusae, dorso ciliolatae. Recepta- 
culum dense pilosum. Bracteae flores $ et Q subsimiles, rigidulae, oblongo- 
obovatae, 2.5-3 mm longae, apice longe acuminatae, dorso ciliolatae. Flos 
3 : sepala ad medium in spatham antice fissam connata, apice trilobulata, 
lobulis lanceolatis acutis glabratis ; petala in tubum apice trilobulis connata ; 
stamina 6, antheris atratis. Flos : sepala 2-3, libera, lanceolato-navi- 
cularia, 2 mm longa, glabriuscula, lateralia carinata et saepe anguste alata; 
petala 3 vel 1, rarius nulla, linearia, 2 mm longa, apice sparse pilosa, eglan- 
dulosa ; stigmata stylis longiora; semina incompleta. 

Hab. Laos : 2 km south of Ban Phu Phao, ca. 23 km N. E. of Phangsavanh 
(T. Tuyama, Jan. 2, 1958, n. L. 57378-Type in TI). 

This species is near to E. lanigerum Lecomte in having ciliolate leaves, 
peduncles, vaginas, involucral and floral bracts, however the female sepals 
are glabrous and carinate or narrowly alate on the back side.
